Traces Phases of Opinion in 
Missionary Work 

MODERN IDEAS . 

The Necessities of Modern 
Conditions Clearly Outlined 

Non-Christian religion are not 
adequate to the devniands of modern 
. vllization." stated Murray Brooks at 
a meeting held la^t ifght in Strath - 
eons Hall. He po nted out that the 
peonle themselves realised this and 
wore looking to Christianity for lead- 
cry and guidance, brade-rs n heathen 
nations arc cr.couragin; Christian 
teachers and doctrines. 
Mr. Brooks traced the thr- e s-.cps 
at miss onary opinion has taken. 
The first idea of missionary work 
wa s tha. cciginattd by Carey n 1T35 
— proiiably one of the greatest mis- 
sdonerics. He felt Le w.i5 answering! 
a d rec: call of lK»d, that he was \ 
sav ng souls from damnation, and 
that he was to further education and 
social reform. 

A change came with the formation 
of the Student Volunteer mov».m«n'. 
teinncd ar.out forty years ago who 
felt that there was an urgency and a 
cricis — a grave necessity for prompt 
action. 

Th*- final and greatest change of 
opinion oam* after the war when 
world broth'y-hood introduced the 
necessity of trr-ating the heathen as 
•quals. Furthermore an awakening 
of rospcot for non-Chr stian teaching, 
culture and moral leadership was felt. 

Mr Brooks pointed out that we can't 
evangelize part of the world and 
leave the rest m darkness— not in 
thes« linn's when the four cornera of 
the globe are so closi iy linked. 

In conclus on he stated the needs of 
the missionary f-.eld. He advocated a 
greater appreciation ol al! that is] 
good n heathen religions: service I 
tmd not cdndescenlon is wanted: (hat 
inlssioneries i nter into tint «iuffèrJnj? of 
the peopl'-. lie stated that 1 percent 
of the people of India l percent n 
China and one tenth of one percent in 
Japan were Christ la ns, thus Illustra- 
ting the need of further work. 

Justly hr pictured God as: a God 
who works w t h a purpose, ushifj men 
to further His ends.

Dr. Parsons is a graduate bl Cam- 
bridge University ami also of Lon- 
don University, in recent years be 
has hold an Important position in tho 
Doivirtnient of Physiology at Cain- 
bridge, where he has den" COUSider- 
ablj research work m Bio -Chemis- 
try. He has published many treatises 
ami articles on hia work and he has 
also written several books, the wid- 
osl known being one entitled '"the 
l-'undnmontals ,>f Bio-Chotnlstry". 

Dr. Meii.kins had eonsiderahle eon- 
laei with br. Pn.rso.na when he was 
over in Ençlan.d, and he has a very 
fine opinion ot hia ability. In fan' 
he said he considered Parsons as 
one of Ihe most pronilsiltjt' of the 
younger school in England at his 
own Kind til work. It was mainly 
due In Dr. Meahiu.-i effort* that Dr.

Club will Meet Once a Month 
When Papers will be Read 

"At the Present time psychology, 

II 3eoms to mo. is hadly in neod of 
new interpreting theories''' 3ald Mr. 
ft ff AfacVicar in an nddre-ts to the 
F'sychologlca:| Club in the Arts Build- 
i"s f . nig-ht. Afr. Af.-icVicar waa 
spooking on the "Psychology of Oes- 
iait" which now theory h c con!>idor- 
«d would soon cause a revolution in 
the. -vorld of Psychology/. 

"F'aychoiosy ia a. grcai science to- 
day, popular even ;o the extent of 
being a fad, hut it I3 time for a good 
houaccloanlns'." said the speaker. "This 
hotisecleaninar is exactly what the 
■peat alt" school of Psychology pro- 
pore fjo. They wish to burn the old 
wornout carpets and furniture, and 
furnish the house anew." 

"It is not. surprising tha: the "Gea- 
talt" theories have, attracted a great 
deal nf i.rfArirjon for they have applied 
their concepts tn practically every 
field of psychology," he continued. "In 
the hejjpjur.^ new school of 

thought : a destructl .. for it has risen 
S» a protest against much of t; ln or- 
'hortox psychology of lite present 
day." 

Afr AlacVtcar went on to 'ay that 
the followers or" tho. nt-.v movement 
flatly rejected, 'he analytic method 
winch has been the ,-.hir-£ instrument 
of scientific psycholoirj- heretofore. 
"The (Mnaguratjoniais, "he followers 
o£ the new mpvement.'' he said, "are 
convinced thab th? ultimate point 
which analysis reaches. 3 i lC i; as sen- 
sations or reflexes are 1 product of 
i-uTocenatian and reiTection. and a 
•'ais* labortory of tacts. The config- 
uratiorialists also attack -lie behav- 
lourlstic and chance theories of learn- 
itisr. formulated, hy Watson. Thorn- 
dike ind 'heir tollcwers. The weak- 
ness 01" 'iiese thtori.es lies in their 
bèln? Oaicd on the aasumption that^ 
Intelligent behaviour consista of. part 
activities which : n thë'insel'veàî are 
me,iiiinjri«.&s. Summing tip this point 
then, it may be said that "Gftstalt" 
rejects the analytic method, main- 
taining rhut divisions inio sensations. 
ri>nex..\i; etc are useless and mis- 
taken." 

"All students of r>s> oiioio.a^r are 
familiar with the part played in con- 
temporary psychology by tho Laws 
of Association." said Mr. MacVicar. 
"But tins theory is criticised by the 
coufiguraitionists because it csnno: 
explain tho association between the 
first two parts, because simple- sum 
Illation does not explain complexity/ 
and because the associational theor- 
ies suffer from over-simplification." 

Tho speaker went on to mention 
the dominant role that tho concept 
of attention has played in system of 
psychology, and of its relations with 
the associational theories. 

In summing up the destructive side, 
of the now theor.v he said that there 
were four outstanding points to be 
noticed. Firstly that the conrigura- 
lioiust.-, deny thaL the analytic method 
is of any use in the study ot mental 
life- Secondly tin* thoy deny the exist- 
ence of sensational elements. Thirdly, 
they declare that the Law.s of As- 
sociation aro totally inadequate to 
explain how the hypothetical sen- 
sational elements arc formed in- 
to structures, and fourthly that 
tlK doctrine of attention is an over-, 
worked hypothesis which is used to 
explain almost .uiy inentul phenome- 
non which we de not understand. 

"To -to into the constructive side 
of ''Gcstalt" would take more time 
than I ha> e at my disposal tonight." 
said the speaker. "The configuratlon- 
ists are not bothered by uuestions 
which have been the bug-bear of oth- 
er schools. The fundamental data tor 
them are therefore objects, patterns 
and forms as these are given in Ini- 
mcdiato experience, in place of the 
sensation or the mental elements as 
the primary unit behind which wo 
shall not enquire, tho configuration^ 
alists substitute tin- total structure or. 
moaning of any given mental process 
or response, [f , my analysis Is to bo 
made, it unis; be in tortus of con- 
dition-, vsiueii affect the total situa- 
tion destroying it. \\\ 'this means 
the w ( , con mil separate stimulus from 
conception, quality from form, or a

Every once in a while along the great highway of life we find 
some man who says with sincerity "1 have found all that 1 have 
looked for in life, and therefore am content." His remark is food 
For reflection, the results of which may serve to clarify ou r ideas 
on the true meaning of life. 

What is the college student seeking in life? For him. the best 
portion of his existence lies ahead of him and his range of choice 
in the matter of occupation is wide. At the same time, he is in 
his youth, which is naturally a restless period, and he turns from 
one thing to another with little thought of anything definite. Proof 
of this may be had by looking over the Tecord of the life of almost 
any undergraduate during any month of the college year: with 
the exception of the lectures, which will naturally figure with reg- 
ularity, there is seldom any clue to be gained as to the end in 
view — if there is any! By "'end'" we are not .necessarily referring 
to "job"' o: "occupation", but rather to a philosophy of life which 
each must, in the long run. buiid up for himself. i 

Ou r last sentence leads us to wonder whether we really do 
come to college to find life and truth, or to make a living; as a 
matter of fact, do we come with any object at all? We do not think 
it would be an exaggeration to say that twenty-five per cent of 
matriculants enter university because it is the path of least resist- 
ai»ce. Or, the oth&r hand, con^aratively few leave college without 
.having formulated -some distinct notion of why they came, unless 
they leave because results indicate that they never should have

PAPER READ TO THE 
ELECTRICAL CLUB 

Mr. Archambault Reads In- 
teresting Essay at Yester- 
day's Meeting 

At yesterday's meeting of tho Elec- 
trical Chib, .Mr. Jules Archambault 
read a paper cull tied "Electric Steam 
tienerators and Their Development". 
Interest in the subject lay in tbo fact 
that this method of producing H team 
tius often been discussed as tho most 
logical way of superceding our pres- 
ent day sysleni of heating In cool 
boilers. Mr. Areh.nnhault showed thin 
this method at least, of using elec- 
tricity was impracticable. 

Mr. E. Gray-Donald introduced the 
Kpoaker.much of whose material was 
obtained from Ihc power company at 
Hhawlnlg.m Falls, which has been 
very active in developing thin type 
of apparatus. Tho first machine of the 
typo was developed in 19-0 and was 
a one thousand kilowatt generator. 
Thn newest development Is a sixty 
cycle boiler of twenty- {Ivo to thlrty- 
fiv«j thousand kilowatt. In principle, 
this generator 1» a direct development 
of the old vyater-bnx or water-rheo- 
stat, using an alternating current.
